Horsemanship Classes Grow 
In Popularity During 1940 
To Draw New Exhibitors 


If there has ever been any doubt 
as to the growing popularity of 
horsemanship classes, it was certain- 
ly dispelled at the close of the 1940 
horsemanship season. There was a 
considerable increase in the number 
of children competing in equitation 
classes in 1940, as well as in the 
variety of classes offered. 

A number of years ago the major- 
ity of children who competed in 
horsemanship events did so because 
they were at the show for other clas- 
ges, and took part in the horseman- 
ship event somewhat on the side. 
Gradually this has changing 
to horsemanship for its own sake, 
until Jast year a considerable num- 
ber of children went from show to 
show for the 
alone. 

Of course there is glamour about 
the good old days, but we'll wager 
the serious efforts and keen competi- 
tion of today is making the average 
rider better on the whole.

Show managers have shown their 
appreciation of this interest in horse- 
manship by adding to several shows 
a horsemanship championship. Many 
gave recognition to both hunter and 
saddle horse seat, especially in sect- 
ions where there are children who 
hunt. More medal 
hands, and Maclay classes were al- 
so added in 1940. 

Practically the only problem aris- 
ing from these is how to 
handle their growing size. Mr. Von 
Lambeck found himself with forty- 
five youngsters to judge in the good

Brook. A class of such size could 
well keep two judges busy. 

Some shows last year divided 


large groups into two sections, handl- 
ing one group at a time. It was neces- 
sary to do this in the good hands 
class at the National Horse Show, 
but it has its disadvantages. For one 
thing, chance sometimes bunches the 
best riders in one section. This hap- 
pened at the Garden last fall. So 
many of the best riders happened to 
be at one end of the ring when the 
division was made, that several who 
really should have been among the 
first twenty could not be chosen. 

In the open classes, closer age 
groups would be a better way to 
handle the problem, and would pro- 
bably be very encouraging to the 
younger riders. 

One of the interesting trends last 
year was that toward more junior 
and interschool shows. Among the 
most successful were the Connecti- 
cut shows, one at Watertown, and 
the two at Greenwich, both locat- 
ions where there are many private 
schools which include riding among 
their activities. 

Mr. Arthur Naul, who has always 
had a keen interest in this move- 
ment, promises some new develope- 
ments of the interschool shows for 
1941, with the possibility of a grand 
championship or some sort of finals.

The great variety of steps in the development of th 
steeplechaser is not readily comprehended by the average mutuel player or layman. It is a lovely course of 
romance that is the winning steeplechasers' yet it is a long progressive series of schooling stages thet 
an unmade prospect must undertakxe before he tries the confines of a winner's circle. There is ten fold th 
pains in the making of the steeplechaser and a hundred fold the hazards, as composred to the training of the 
flat horses. As the American public nas come to understand the game, so have they come to subsidize it, ia 
mutuel play (more jumper favorites win than flat horses) and in spectator admissions.

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AMERICAN PAST MASTERS 


Some Masters Of Mounds Who Have 
Done Much To Establish Foxhunting 
In America As We Know It Today

‘‘Here’s to you, Masters! 


A few weeks ago I wrote an article for THE FIELD (England) on some 
of the great Masters of Foxhounds with whom I had hunted in past years, 
and whom I knew personally. I sent a copy of that article to Mr. Lloyd of 
THE CHRONICLE, and suggested to him that one written along similar 
lines, dealing with American Masters whom I had known, might be interest- 
ing. A few days ago his answer came, telling me that he would like the 
story, so here it is 

Because I am a New Englander, I am rather proud, perhaps not unjusti- 
fiably so, of the part which New England masters have played in organised 
foxhunting history in America More than thirty years ago the Masters of 
Foxhounds Association of America was formed by a New England master, 
who foresaw the need for such an organization and had the executive ability 
and energy to plan it out along the lines of the parent organization in Eng- 
land, with such modifications as were necessary for American conditions In 
1907, Mr. Harry W. Smith, at that time Master of the Grafton (U. S. A.), 
called a meeting of American Masters of Hounds in New York, and at that 
meeting the M. F. H. Association of America was formed, electing Major 
W. Austin Wadsworth, M. F. H. Genesee Valley, as its first President He 


was succeeded one year later by Mr. Thomas Hitchcock, Jr., who served for 





four years, When he was followed by Mr. Harry W. Smith, who remained in 
office until 1915.

hood, and has had his own pack, the Cheshire, since 1913. He comes from 
what I have always considered the centre of foxhunting in America, and it is 
my sincere hope that his will be a long and successful reign. 

I have given this little sketch of the history of the M. F. H. Association 
of America because I want my readers to realize that the names of the men 
I have chosen for inclusion in this article are, from necessity, taken from 
those masters whom I have known personally; and that, if they do not in- 
clude the name of a single Virginia master, and very few southern ones, it is 
because I have not had the honor of ever having hunted with men from that 
part of the country. Were I to deal with the masters of today, I could name 
several; but, thank God, they are still with us and since this article deals 
only with past masters, they have no place here. 

When, in 1907, at the initial meeting called for the organization of the 
M. F. H. Association of America, those attending it elected Major William 
Austin Wadsworth as its first President, they chose a man who, since 1876, 
had maintained his own pack of foxhounds to hunt his vast acres and those 
of his neighbors in the Genesee Valley Major Wadsworth began hunting 
foxes in the year when I was born, and from the time I became interested in 
hunting, I heard of the Genesee Valley Hounds At first, I was not aware 
that Major Wadsworth, although a resident of New York State, made his 
winter home in Boston, but as soon as I realized it, I lost little time in writ- 
ing to him and in asking his advice about various matters concerning fox- 
hunting in which I was interested. I wish I had the letter which he wrote 
me, asking me to come and lunch with him at his house on Beacon Street, 
but I shall never forget his kindness to me on that occasion, or his helpful 
Suggestions at that time and in after years He was to me the Dean of 
American Foxhunting. A good many years afterward I was a guest at his 
home in the Genesee Valley, and I had as good a day’s sport behind his 
hounds, which he himself hunted, as man could wish for; but the thing I 
treasure most is the memory of the evenings spent after two brilliant days 
in the field, when he told me of his early beginnings and of his hopes for the 
future. His boy was then a mere child, but he had been out on those days, 
seeing what he could from the back of a pony. Today, that boy is the master 
of the Genesee Valley and carries on ably the pack which his father started 
more than sixty years ago. 

Major Wadsworth was a keen student of hound breeding, a staunch be- 
liever in English Stud Book hounds, and the Genesee Valley pedigrees are 
among the oldest in the Stud Book published by the M. F. H. Association of 
America. More than this, he had that quality which is so essential in a mas- 
ter,—the power to understand the farmer’s viewpoint, and to act accordingly. 
The Wadsworths, who migrated from Connecticut at the close of the Revo- 
lutionary War, gradually increased their property holdings in the Genesee 
Valley in succeeding years, each generation doing its utmost toward preserv- 
ing foxes, and maintaining over the farmers of the Valley a sort of kindly 
Paternal oversight which endeared them throughout the district It is al- 
most like the relation held by some of the great landowners in England, and 
it certainly helps to produce the best of sport Major Wadsworth’s death 
Was a blow to his friends and to his fellow-members of the M. F. H. Assoc- 
iation, among whom his name will always be honored 

A few years younger, but a close friend of Major Wadsworth, was Mr. 
Charles E. Mather, of Philadelphia, who, at one time master of the Radnor 


Hounds, resigned that office and moved his private pack of English foxhounds 
to his own farm for reasons which I think I had best let him voice for him« 
self 

“In the fall of 1890, I secured the Belvoir draft for tl 
old, thirty-one couples in all, which I purchased and maintained at my own 
expense while they were at Radnor.

American Foxhound 
Is Combination 


Of Best Breeds 


Characteristics Of American 
Hound Developed Through 
Years Of Breeding Hounds 
BY HARRY WORCESTER SMITH 


Editor’s Note: 

The true characteristics of the 
American Hound have always been a 
subject of discussion among hound 
men. Whence this hound came, how 
it was developed, and how the dif- 
ferent breeds of American hounds 
vary in type, ability and general 
hunting characterisitics make a fas- 
cinating study to the breeder. Harry 
Worecester Smith, ex-M. F. H. and 
noted authority on the American 
Hound comments briefly on this in- 
teresting subject for The Chronicle 
as one Well qualified to speak with 
knowledge. 

When I accepted the mastership of 
the Westmeath Hunt in Ireland in 
1912 I was asked to write an article 
on the American Hound for the Fox- 


hound Quarterly published at 12 


Henrietta St. Covent Garden. This 
appeared April 12th, 1912 with the 


title. ‘The-True-A merica n-Fox- 
hound,” in Which dated in part:

joint meeting which was held in New York in 1925 by the Executive Com. 
mittees of the Association of American Horse Shows and the M. F. H Assoe- 
iation of America There was a very knotty and important problem to be 
solved, and I am afraid that some of us,—including myself,—were a bit 
heated in our remarks. Not so Henry Vaughan. He put the case in a cool 
and judicial manner which admitted of no criticism, and was subject to 
none. The business was settled in ten minutes, and a decision reached which 
set a precedent in the world of sport. Nor was this the only instance where 
his tact was instrumental in the settlement of what might well have been 
serious discussion of boundary rights. In my position as president of the 
M. F. H. Association and chairman of the Hunts Committee of the National 
Steeplechase and Hunt Association, of which Vaughan was the New England 
representative, I presided constantly at meetings in which he took part and 
rarely did I see him at fault. We came to rely on each other, and never in all 
those years did I see a sign of temper on his part His wisdom was a tower 
of strength in anything that arose, and when he succeeded me as president 
of the M. F. H. Association in 1931, I knew that under his able leadership 
the Association we had together worked for was in safe hands. And go it 
proved 


One little instance of Vaughan’s pluck in the hunting field, and I am 
done. In 1927, when hunting hounds, his horse’s hind legs slipped from 
under him when landing on a macadamized road and Vaughan, although he 
did not leave the saddle, sustained injuries to his knee-joint which were 


afterwards found to be very serious; in fact the joint’ was fractured.  Al- 
though faint from pain, Vaughan said never a word to anyone, but remained 
in the saddle until the end of the hunt, when he had to be lifted off his horse 
and taken home in an abmulance He was confined to his room——much of 
the time flat on his back,—-for six months following the accident. In 1933. 
he resigned the mastership of the Norfolk Hunt, but continued to hunt there, 
and with other packs, until the time of his death five years later.

Each one of his many portraits of 
one or another great Irish hunter or 
steeplechaser has about it a certain 
quality of having so completely cap- 
tured the spirit of the individual 
that, whether or not he may be fam- 
iliar with the particular horse’ in 
question, the observer is . at once 
aware that he has before him a per- 
sonality. His pictures have about 
them also an even rarer quality of 
composition, a quality that expresses 
the artist himself and his country 
and is given only to the Irish. Using 
water color as a medium, he _ has 
developed a technique that impress- 
es one with its boldness and simplici- 
ty and purity of color, within which 
and because of which his horses live. 
There is a bigness about his pictures 
too, which is fitting, for horses are 
big animals. Jimmy left only this 
week to fly to the west coast where 
he will do a portrait of the Man 
o’War sire War and his son, Shining 
Armor, at Victor McLaglen’s Balfe 
Ranch, near Fresno, California.
